difeafed people, but none that I know with fuch furprizing

V. Some infiances of other perfons who were hurt by JmaL 
lowing Tlumb-flones, by the Tublijher .. 
f * J“"He difeourfe mentioned in the beginning of the foregoi r r * 
JL Letter was concerning Plumb-ftones which had been 
fwallowed by fome perfons, and had been the caurfe @t then 
Sicknefs or Death. 

The firft was a Man in Lancajhire, who being for many years 
illoftheColic,andreceivingreUeffrom no Med’cine, defrttd 
he might be differed after his Death, to fee what might be 
the caufe of his Difeafe. This was accordingly done,and they 
took out of one of his Guts a large Ball 6 inches about, of an 
ounce and half weight made up of a fpungy matter which 
fwims in Water, and viewed by a Microfcope, appeared to be 
made up of very fmall,tranfparent Hairs or Fibres,wroi ght to¬ 
gether, after the manner of the Tophus Bovin us taken out of 
the maws of Oxen. Ir\ the middle or center of it was a 
common Prune or Plumb-ftone, which had been fwallowed* 
and flicking fomewhere in the Guts, had gathered that 
fubftance about it which refembled the final 1 Hairs on the 
skins of feveral Creatures or Fibers of Plants we eat. Dr 
Charles Leigh in his Natural Riftory of Laucafiire, 
&c. in his firft Table has figured this Fig. 4. He 
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{liewing rne the fame, I was defirous to fee what it was 
made of, and had it cut for that purpofe, and found it of a 
hairy or fibrous fubftance,layernpon layer,or coat upon coat, 
over a Plumb-ftone.This Ball with its Plumb-Hone and feve¬ 
ral Coats, my very good Friend Dr Leigh was pleafed to give 
me, and it is now in my pofleffion, and feems to be of the 
fame fubftance with that mentioned by Mr Tenge . 

The lecond inftancc 1 fa w of thefe Balls was by the means of 
Dr Wm G/e,who did me the favour to (hew me a Letter he had 
from the Country, and fome (mailer Balls than the 2 before 
mentioned, which had in their centersPlumb-ftones.Theperfon 
he wasconfulted for, had, I think, the Colick to a great de¬ 
gree,and had voided feveral of them, they were not fo Sphe¬ 
rical, but of a comprefs’d figure, fmooth on the outlide and 
glaz’d as fome of the Tophi Bovini are 5 and feemed within of 
the fame fubftance with the former firtttumfuperjlratum upon 
a Plumb-ftone. 

A third inftance like thefe I faw, through the favour of 
the late Dr Wm Stokeham, who (hewed me a Ball about the 
largenefs of that I had of Dr Leigh, which had been voided 
by a perfon after great Sicknefs, and preferved by the Pa¬ 
tients Phyfician, who was one famous for pra&ifing Chy- 
mically fome years ago, viz- Dr George Thotnpfon . He has 
wrote a large account of thiscafe, and printed it in his expert - 
menta admiranda, p.67. de Lithocolo, I had thislaft Ball in my 
pofleffion fome time, and in appearance it was of the fame 
fubftance, but what was contained in it I could not tell, not 
being permitted to open ir, but that Author tells us it had 
feveral Plumb and Cherry-ftones in it. Thefe Balls (eem to 
be form’d fomething after the manner of Bezoars, which 
generally have fome feed for their Center or nucleus, on 
which Coats of another fubftance are gathered. 

Thefe inftances are fufficient to (hew the folly of that 
common opink>n,that the Stones of Fruit are wholefome.for 
tho by Nature th«Guts arefo defended by the Mucus lntejli> 
nalis , that very feldom People fuffer, yet if we confider rhe 
various circumvolutions of the Guts, their valves and cells $ 
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and at the fame time confider the hair of the Skins of Animate 
we feed on, the Wooll or Down on Herb* and Fruit, theFi- 
bres, Veflels, and Nerves of Plants which arc not altered by 
the Stomach, the fame cafe may very eafily happen. I once 
faw as ftrange a Diftemper, and almoftas obftinate and long 
as I ever met with, proceed from a great quantity of Straw¬ 
berry Seeds which had lodged in the Guts, and after their 
difeharge the perfon w^s eafed. And I have heard of many 
befides thofe publilhed , who have loft their Lives by 
fwallowingmany Cherry-ftones. 


VI. A Letter from Mr Thoresby, F. T* 5. to the Tub* 
lifher y concerning the Veftigia of a Roman Town 
lately difcoVered near Leedes in Yorkfliire. 


Sir , 

I N obedience to your Commands, to acquaint the Society 
with any thing remarkable that occurs in thefe parts, this 
brings you notice of the difeovery of the Fejligia of a Roman 
Town, upon the Moor near Adel Mill, 4 miles from Leedes 5 
’twasfound out accidentally by a Tenant of Mr Arthington , 
who endeavouring to plow part of his Farm, was retarded 
by a great quantity of Stone, immediately below the furface 
of the Earth, which he was forced to dig up before he 
could proceed, and has already out of the Foundations of 
Houfes, which they traced on both fides the Street, got fb 
many Stones as has built above 100 rods of Walling. At a 
very little diftancc is a Roman . Camp pretty entire, *tis above 
4 Chains broad and 5 long,furrounaed with a Angle Vallum, 
which from the top of the Agger to the bottom of the Trench 
is yet 22 foot deep in the place I meafured, but the extre¬ 
mity of the weather prevented fo particular a Survey as I 
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
